7 of them in the times of Jnfection, as the pꝛelervation and ſatety of the Houſes and Buildings, Goods 
andRiches therein, from the fearful danger of Fire caſually happening; And ſuch was the Care and 
P2ovidence of his ſaid Majeſty King James the Firſt. that the Water in any place in the courſe thereof, 
z=SS_» lhould not at any time be troubledo2 cozrupted (whereby the Health oz Lives of the People might ſuffer 
od! be endangered) that by His Letters Patents of Jncozpozation, dated the One and twentieth day of 
| June, in the Seventeenth Year of His Reign over this Dur Realm of England, he Created and Erected a 
-Governour and Company,ſucceſſively to Regulate,and carefully to Overſee all things appertaining to the ſaid River; And ſeve- 
ral ſtrict Oꝛders and Commands were Made and Given by the ſaid late King, foz pzeſervation of the ſaid River, and pzeventing 
ok ſuch things as might be pꝛejudicial thereunto, Not withſtan ving which, the pꝛelent Governour and Company have Repzeſent- 
ed unto Us, That great Abules are daily committed: Me cherekoꝛe taking into Our Pzincely.Conlideration, That the pꝛeſerva⸗ 
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tion of the ſaid River is of great and eſpecial Conſequence, are Gzaciouſly pleaſed by this Our Royal Pzoclamation (with the Ad- 
vice of Our Pꝛivy Council) ſtraitly to Charge and Command, That all and every the Gꝛants, Clauſes and Reſtrictions in the 
ſaid Acts of Parliament, Letters Patents, and in all other Letters Patents, Ozders and Pꝛoclamations concerning the ſaid Ri- 
ver, Enacted, Made, Eſtabliſhed, Gzanted oz Confirmed, be from time to time carefully obeyed, obſerved and perfozmed : And We 
do hereby ſtrictly pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all and ſingular the Inhabitants of Our City of London, the Suburbs and Liberties thereof, 
Dur City of Weſtminſter, and allo the Inhabitants of Our ſeveral Counties of Middleſex and Hereford, and likewiſe all the Plum- 
mers, Paviers, and other Artificers whomloever, and every of them; That they noꝛ any of them, do oꝛ ſhall pzeſume at any time 02 
times hereafter, without the pꝛibity, permiſſion and allowance of the Governour and Company afozeſaid foz the time being, to in⸗ 
termeddle with the ſaid Wozks, oz any of the Pipes oꝛ Branches thereof,o2 to convey oz derive any Pipe oz Bꝛanch Pipes oꝛ Bzanch- 
es of the laid Mater, into their, oꝛ any of their Houſes, oꝛ other Places, noꝛ (hall fetch oz carry the Water out of the ſaid River, the 
Pipes oꝛ Bzanches thereof, oz otherwiſe hinder, waſte oz contume, diſturb, infec, abuſe 02 coꝛrupt the ſame River, by ſetting up of 
G:ates,overflowing of Gzounds,making of Trenches o2 Dzains, filling of Ponds, Fiſhing, Watering of Cattel, keeping of Geeſe 
o2 Ducks thereupon, caſting of Carrion thereinto, Walhing themſelves therein, oꝛ by doing oz permitting any MPiſuſance, Annoy- 
ance, Let, Stoppage oz Pzejudice whatſoever, tothe Streamof Our ſaid River in any part of the Currant thereof, noz ſhall cuf, 
ſpoil, take away oz deſtroy any of the Bzanches,Bzidges,Wharfs,Poſts, Rails, Banks, Mounds oz Fences to the ſaid Riverin any 
wiſe belonging oꝛ appertaining, oꝛ therewith enjoyed, oz lying near oꝛ behooveful to the lame; And that the ſaid Governour and 
Company, their Officers and Servants ſhall have free liberty in the day-time, in the pzeſenceofa Conſtable, to Search any Houſe, 
Pard oꝛ Back-ſide, where they ſhall ſuſpect any Bꝛanch oꝛ B2zanches are laid contrary to their knowledge, upon Pain of Pur High 
Diſpleaſure, and of ſuch Pains, Penalties and Puniſhments, as by the Law and Sfatutes of this Kingdom, oz Our Pzeroga= 
tive Royal, can and may be inflicted upon the Offenders foꝛ Contempt of Our Royal Will and Pleaſure herein Declared. And 
We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command all Payozs, Juſtices of the Peace, Commiſſioners of Sewers, Sheriffs, Bailiffs, 
Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and all other Our Officers, Miniſters and Subjects within Our ſaid Cities of London and Weſtmin- 
ſer, the Suburbs and Liberties thereof, Dur Counties of Middleſex and Herttord, Whom the ſame ſhall oꝛ may concern, That they 
and every of them hereafter be vigilant and circumſpect, that Pur Royal Will and Pleaſureherein Declared, be from time to time 
effectuaily obſerved ; And that they and every of them in their ſeveral Offices and Places reſpectively, without Excuſe 02 Delay, 
be upon all Occaſions Aiding and. Aſſiſting to the ſaid Governour and Company, their Officers and Miniſters, in the ſtrict Pb- 
ſcrvance and Execution of all and fingular the Powers and Autho!ities, Limitations and Reſtraints herein befoze mentioned, and 
in the Gꝛants and Pꝛohibitions afoꝛelaid contained, accoꝛding to the true intent and meaning of theſe Pzeſents, when they ſhall 
be thereunto required by them oz any of them, as they and every of them tender Our Pleaſure, and will anſwer the contrary at 


their Perils. : | |
